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NO_MORE COOKIE CUTTER LOOK IN MENSWEAR 
Menswear is finally freeing itself of the 
"uniform" look that has dominated - and 
dulled - it for most of this Century. 

The half-a-thousand modeled outfits and 
color slides seen at the Men's Fashion 
Association Spring/Summer Press Preview 
in Atlanta, Jan. 26-30, told the story: 


DIVERSITY OF STYLING, BUT RECURRING DETAILS 


--- NATURAL FABRICS - the BIG STORY 
--. FEATHERWEIGHTS in everything 


--- WRINKLES ARE "IN" —- but 
RUMPLED look is "OUT" 


--- MULTIPLICITY of POCKETS - most are 
OPEN PATCH POCKETS - even on 
SOCKS and SWIM TRUNKS - triple 


and CARGO POCKETS on WALK SHORTS 


--- VESTS for dress and leisure - most 
have pointed front - many are 
"turncoats" 


--- PLEAT-FRONTS on trousers - even on 
Slacks and walk shorts 


DOMINANT LOOKS: Important resurgence of 
natural-shoulder-Ivy styling, but in new 
showcase of clean-bright-colors and new- 
to-menswear-fabrics ... 2-button single- 
breasteds are volume, 3-buttons gain a 
new audience -- 6-button blazers head 
revival of double-breasteds ... unvented 
or center-vents lead ... vests match pants 
or jacket, many reverse to do both ... the 
new single and double pleat-fronts on 
pants, slacks and walk shorts don't add 
girth -- trend is to straighter leg (23- 
inches at bottom) -- cuffs are advisable 
on seersucker and other featherweight 
cottons to make them hang better.

The 
CARDIGAN SWEATER stages a comeback for 
golf and tennis - and Presidential fashion 
influence fulfills itself in many ways ... 
JUMPSUITS have peaked, are now a staple ... 
Dressy looking WALK SHORTS, Bermuda or 
Jamaica length, are important Summer revi- 
val ... No. 1 RAINCOAT seller is still the 
dapper TRENCH -- this year it even sports 


a wrist pocket on the sleeve. 


SHIRTS ARE A TALE OF CONTRASTS: Dress 
Shirts in delicate multicolor stripes have 
long-pointed contrasting collars, usually 





white -- French cuffs begin to be seen once 
more ... KNITTED SPORTSHIRTS, mostly stri- 


ped, feature contrasting woven insets on 


collar’, placket and cuffs, and novel sleeve 


treatments include Raglans, drop shoulder, 
roll-ups and the new "T" sleeves that form 
a capital "T" when arms are outstretched 
--- WOVEN SPORTSHIRTS also run to contrast- 
ing white collars, especially on woven 
plaids -- woven stripes abound: frosted, 
engineered, 1936-look Roman stripes with 
patch pocket on sleeves; checks; authentic- 
Madras, domestic in origin -- novelties: 
red-trimmed white French bowling shirt, 
also shown in women's market -- deep patch 
pockets on chest, some reverse-pleated; 
lower patch pockets; epaulets; parka styl- 
ing, unusual on such lightweight fabrics 

as multi-striped voile. 


NATURAL-FIBER-LOOK AND TEXTURE KEY FABRICS: 
Wool, COTTON, silk and linen LOOKS prevail 
-- many are guaranteed to wrinkle, in time- 
honored upper-class fashion, but the judi- 
cious addition of man-made fibers keeps 
them from getting too mussed and rumpled -- 
canvas, light-weight mattress ticking, 
featherweight shirtings for suit-separates . 
-- texture is paramount, in brushed denim, 
brushed cotton, 100% texturized polyester; 
seersucker is back, but not inexpensive 

--- COLORS are bold, bright and vibrant -- 
or deep, dark and subdued -- white, and 
off-white are high-fashion, newest when 
combined with black ... A variety of 
STRIPES, & Madras plaids, very strong. 





ACCESSORIES: Long hair militated against 
wearing HATS, and the recent upturn in hat 
sales reflects the return to shorter hair 
-- featherweight fabrics and straws, inclu- 


ding waxed raffia, are shown for dress, 
leisure and active sportswear ... Many men 
have never worn TIES before, and many shirts 
have wider-spread collars to accommodate the 
big-knots: Windsor, half-Windsor and square 
Boy Scout knots -- stripes are engineered to 
fit underneath the big knot -- tartans, Mad- 
Yas -- Egyptian prints taken from patterns 

in King Tut's Treasures -- neckerchiefs con- 
tinue ... BELTS also run to featherweights -- 
many are reversible -- brass buckles, and 
signature logos stand out ... in JEWELRY less- 
is-more -- collar bars and stick pins tend to 
wreck the tie -- reversible black onyx and 
gold cuff links are easy to put on -- chains 
are on a down swing, fob watches on an up 
swing ... SOCKS are over-the-calf, for dress 
-- knee, mid-calf or ankle, in that order, 
for leisure wear -- stripes vary from blazer- 
wide to side-stripes -- side-pockets on 
leisure socks -- SHOES come in lighter weights 
and colors, often 2-toned -- thinner soles -- 
eyelet-ties outnumber ghillie slipons -- 
white shoes lead for active sports; black/ 
white golf shoes with monk's strap have 
Velcro closure; red jogging shoes are made 

of industrial nylon.
